COLEEGE  meeting  was  held  last  Friday  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
forcibly  before  the  college  the  fact  that  we  have  an  honor  system  here> 
and  that  this  honor  system  during  the  coming  examinations  will  be 
rigorouslv  enforced. 


There  has  been  some  doubt  in  the  minds  of  a great  many,  as  to  whether  the 
honor  system  is  doing  any  good  here  at  Lehigh.  Several  members  of  the  Facultv 
have  been  asked  what  their  opinion  on  this  subject  is,  and  they  without  exception 
praised  it  highly.  The  concen.sus  of  their  opinions  is  that,  generally,  better  and 
more  “heady”  work  is  being  done  in  examinations  and  quizzes.  And  thev  sav 
that  in  all  departments,  those  men  who,  before  the  .system  went  into  effect,  were 
making  high  marks,  and  who  were  known  to  be  unfair  in  exams — although  it  could 
not  be  proven — are  now  either  just  getting  through,  or  are  flunking  altogether. 

Now,  if  in  the  short  time  it  has  been  in  force,  the  honor  system  has  been  able 
to  accomplish  these  results  which  are  actually  noticeable,  there  seems  to  be  a 
big  argument  for  everybody  to  try  to  enforce  this  system.  So  in  the  coming- 
exams.,  think  of  this,  and  we  will  soon  have  a system  here  we  can  be  proud  of.

At  the  Fall  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Alumni  Association  of  Lehigh 
University  a special  motion  having  prece- 
dence of  other  business  was  made  whereby 
action  was  taken  on  the  death  of  13r.  Drown 
and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

The  Alumni  of  Lehigh  University  have 
learned  with  grief  of  their  loss  in  the  death 
of  Dr.  Thomas  Messmger  Drown,  President 
of  the  University.  It  is  fitting  that  the  As- 
sociation as  a body  should  at  this  time  make 
formal  record  of  the  feeling  entertained  to- 
ward Dr.  Drown  by  the  Alumni,  and  of  their 
deep  appreciation  of  the  services  he  rendered 
to  the  University,  and  to  the  cause  of  higher 
education  in  our  country. 

Dr.  Drown  brought  to  Lehigh,  when  he 
entered  on  the  duties  of  its  Presidency  in 
i<Sq5,  the  ripe  experience  of  a man  in  hi-> 
prime,  whose  previous  service  at  Harvard, 
l-afayette  and  the  Mas.sachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  had  placed  him  in  the  first  rank 
of  educators,  and  whose  record  as  Secretary 
and  later  as  President  of  The  .American  In- 
stitute of  Mining  Engineers,  stamped  him  as 
an  executive  possessed  of  rare  administrative 
skill  and  great  business  capacity ; his  stand- 
ing in  the  In.stitute  and  his  scientific  work 
extending  over  a long  series  of  years  woii 
him  world-wide  reputation;  his  loving  and 
lovable  personality  made  him  dear  to  all  who 
were  privileged  to  come  near  to  him  and  to 
know  him  intimately  as  a friend.  He  exer- 
cised over  the  University  an  influence  for 
good  that  cannot  be  measured.  While  a mas- 
ter of  the  principles  c>f  Technical  Education 
and  of  the  efficient  application  of  those  prin- 
ciples, he  ever  insisted  on  the  necessity  of 
cempling  with  the  severe  studies  pertaining  to 
technical  work  such  measure  of  general  cul- 
ture as  should  stamp  the  men  he  sent  out  into 
tht  world  as  educated  men  in  the  broad  sens_ 
of  the  term.  Devoted  to  his  work, — loving 
it, — ever  solicitous  for  the  betterment  of  Le- 
high,— unselfish, — his  record  is  that  of  one 
who  came  with  reverent  and  modest  mind  to 
take  up  a work,  the  importance  and  respon- 
sibility of  which  he  fully  realized,  and  the 
duties  of  which  he  discharged  so  as  to  win 
him  the  love  and  admiration  of  all  Lehigh 
men,  who  mourn  his  loss  as  a leader  who

MINUTE  OE  THE  LEHIGH  UNIVER- 
SITA^  CLUB  OF  NEW  ENGLAND, 

December  14,  1904. 

The  Lehigh  men  of  New  England  unite 
with  the  whole  body  of  alumni  in  mourning 
the  loss  which  the  University  has  suffered  in 
the  death  of  Thomas  Messinger  Drown, 
President  of  the  Lehigh  University  from  1895 
to  1904.  They  recognize  the  peculiar  diffi- 
culties of  admiinistration  which  confronted 
him  on  assuming  the  Presidency,  and  honor 
the  qualities  of  mind  and  spirit  which  en- 
abled him  to  conquer  those  difficulties.  To 
lift  the  University  from  the  condition  in  which 
he  found  it  to  that  in  which  he  left  it  was  a 
task  demanding  a rare  combination  of  gifts 
and  powers.  President  Drown’s  obvious 

qualifications  for  the  task  were  that  he  was 
born  in  Pennsylvania,  and  had  his  earliest 
training  there ; that  tliis  was  supplemented  by 
the  best  instruction  of  the  German  Univer- 
sities; that  his  own  e.xperience  taught  him  the 
value  of  original  scientific  investigation , 
that  as  a practical  chemist  and  as  a teacher  of 
chemistry  he  schooled  himself  both  in  affairs 
and  in  the  broad  principles  of  education;  thac 
an  important  part  of  his  work  as  teacher  am' 
public  servant  was  done  in  Massachusetts, 
l.ehigh  men  in  New  England  may  see  per- 
haps more  clearly  than  their  brothers  els ' 
where  how  the  influence  of  Pennsylvania  and 
of  A'lassachusetts  may  profitably  supplement 
each  other.  Though  these  influences  wer 
joined  in  the  life  and  work  of  President 
Drown,  their  fruit  could  not  have  ripened  but 
for  the  rare  nature  which  nourished  it.  The 
1 ehigh  men  who  regard  him  merely  as  the 
controlling  power  of  the  University  through 
an  important  decade  of  its  progress  hold  his 
iT'emory  as  a grateful  possession.  Those 
01  hers  whose  fortune  it  was  to  fali  within  lus 
personal  influence,  will  carry  also  through 
their  lives  the  examnle  of  one  whose  own  life 
was  an  enduring  insniration.  The  greater 
community  to  w'hich  all  Lehigh,  men  belong 
mav  well  treasure  the  remembrance  of  a mai. 
in  whom  the  scientific  spirit,  the  cultivation  of 
the  humanities,  and  the  sense  of  public  le- 
s]>onsibiliG  were  so  effectively  joined.
